' WMte Senator Sherman

Senate leaders de- 
clwed, however, that the Underwood 
amendment would be defeated and 
that the simple eight hour bill as 
passed by the house would be agreed 
to by the senate. EUsha Lee, chair- 
man of the conference committee of 
railroad managers and 3. M. Sheehan, 
adviser of the committee, occupied 
seats in the senate gallery through* 
out today's debate. 


CHICAGO, Sept. «.—Embargoes of 


freight, wtych were

when the strike seemed imminent, 
were lifted by every railroad in Chi- 
cago today. By the middle of next 
week everything pertaining to freight 
traffic will be down to normal again, 
according to rarlload officials.

TEMPTED MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 


The way to study the proposition of city 


ownership-is not to theorize or draw ab- 
stract conclusions from generalities which 
ignore facts aud figures, but to look toward 
the city which has tried it.

Communities of all 
sizes between the two have lost money on 
municipal ownership.

1915: 


"Seattle has gone into the public lighting aud power 


business upon the urge of the municipal ownership cult 
-—and if accumulating large annual losses. 


"Seattle has a municipal street railway line which 


give* neither profit nor service, and which is utterly 
orphaned as to tts relations to the city's general trans* 
portatlon organization. 


"Seattle has spent 94,000,000 or 95,000,000 in pnblie 


docks, which are now losing 9300,000 per annum, and it 
is being importuned to invest millions more 


"Seattle has the highest tax levy of any city on the 


Pacific coast. It has undertaken more unpromising and 
unprofitable public enterprises than any other city. Its 
method of paying old debts is to contract new ones." 


The Oregonian's statements should be 


noted in Lima, for municipal ownership ex- 
ponents hope to make the local telephone 
system a city plant. Even as far as munici- 
pal ownership has progressed in its wreck' 
ing of public utilities, no city has yet tried 
to make it work on telephones, so why 
should Lima be the first?
